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Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to an automatically controlled heat exchanger, 
classified in class 165, subclass 274. 

II. Claims 10-13, drawn to a heat exchanger, classified in class 165, subclass 
125. 

III. Claims 14-19 drawn to a method of operating a condenser heat 
exchanger, classified in class 165, subclass 302. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because subcombination claim 10 claims 
many specific features of the heat exchanger (most notably the physical configuration to 
guide the air in a predetermined pattern). The subcombination has separate utility such 
as a heat exchanger of general utility without the valves claimed in claims 1 (and 14). 

Inventions III and either II or I are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed in claim 10 can be used to 
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practice another and materially different process such as heating a non-phase change 
liquid or gas with external air passing over the heat exchanger. Likewise the 
automatically controlled heat exchanger of claim 1 can be used to practice another and 
materially different process such as heating a non-phase change liquid or gas with 
external air passing over the heat exchanger. Note that intended fluids to be used in an 
apparatus are not given patentable weight. See Ex parte Masham , 2USPQ2d 1647 
(BPAI 1987) and MPEP 21 14, the latter incorporated here by reference. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II is not required for Group I or III, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

In addition, this application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

First species of Figures 1-2 and 

Second species of Figures 3-4
